They attempted to reach a 
neighbor's but got lost, and perished 
from hunger and exposure. When 
found lio.Kt iiioiiiiiig they were not 
badly frozen, tliouiili nearly naketl. 

Mr. Kirkcndall, of Hamilton, on 
Sunday went into liis woodshed for 



the i)ur|iosc of getting kindling wood, 
lie had ou a light ]iair of Hli|i[)er,s, and 
hail the misfortune to step on a rusty 
nail ]irotruding from a board. Jt enter- 
ed the bidl of the left foot, and, al- 
though withdrawn almost instantly, 
caused great pain. For some days he 
liinpcil aliout, ami finally had to c;il! ui 
a doctor, who ordered him to his betl. 
No serious re.su It was apprehended until 
Tuesday, wdien his jaws began to stifl- 
en, and Dr. Stark, who was called in, 
pronounced it lockjaw. Wednesday 
afternoon, it ia said tho jioor fellow was 
in eonvidsions, and little hope of his 
recovery is (>ntertuined. 

Oil tiie l!Ist of .-Vugiist, lfi8-2, IIit- 
hert Clover, aged 1(J years, left his 
home in Hamilton, causing coiisidcraltle 
anxiety to his Iparents. Nothing was 
hoard of him until Tuesday, when his 
father received the followinrr note front 
.Spi-iiigilale, Texas: "1 am trying to 
get home. M''ill be- therein tiliout 
two months. Aiii' hereon my way 
home. \\'rite to me in (/'hicago. Ad 
dress 'Home of the Friendless.' i will 
gel your letter there. (Joodliye. Lovt; 
to all, Vour son, llefbert," The par 
cuts hatl almost given up their boy for 
dead, and the note quoted above has 
brought joy to the Glover household. 

GLADSTONJG'S BUSY LIFE. 

Pi'oclj;;to!is|,\iii4>iiiit of W<»rU 
A«'€Oiii|»lisiietl Ity the 
Britiiilt l*i'eiuiei-. 

London, Nov. 5. — The surprise fidt 
at Mr. Gladstone's wounderful capacity 
for work is only einialeil by the sur- 
jfhise created by his assuming so tiKiiiy 
unneccesHury burdens. In the midst of 
his pn.'seiit arduous J 'arlimiMi tary 
duties, he has writli.'ii a letter, more 
than a column in length, to a Welsh 
hishoj), on thesubjffctof thodisestablisli 
ment of the Church. lie has written a 
preface to Hamilton's Catechism. lie 
has ilealt with the ([uestiiui of the 
Hittite Eiiliiire and its pnssilili: alliance 
with Troy, and " in default of personal 
attendance" he has writeu a letter to 
the St. Asaph Diocesan Conference on 
the dangers to tho establishment tlnii 
may arise from dissensions within its 
borders. 

This is all heavy work to perform 
durijtig a most mommitous .session of 
Parlitunent, y.^t, yeslei-day, ho found 
time to attend a spiritualistic .leance. 
Th" princi|)al attraction was the "lock 
ed slate test." Two rftatcs in frames are 
hinged together, a piect! of pencil is 
placed in the s|)ace bi;twi;en the slates, 
which are locked, and when placet! be 
iieath the talile answtM's are writKMi, on 
the inner surface of the slates, to ([\i(!s- 
tions propounded by those present. At 
tho conclusion of this test, which is 
certainly very surprising, but no more 
wonderful t,lian some of the feats of 
Cook and i\Iaskeylno, the Crand t)lJ 
JLan ap])hiutied and declared that forces 
exist of which we know very little, and 
he diprecated, he said, the attitutle of 
scientific men towards tho mediums' 
phenomena.

There poverty is to bi? seen 
in some of its most painful aspects. 
The shops sell nothing but second or 
third-hand articles of dress. The streets 
swarm with children over whom no 
School Board holds its terror. Public 
houses abound, and vice iind alijei:t 
misery contend. liut the moth.wn hand 
of im[)rovemeiit is making ilstdf fo't. 
.\ thoroughfare is tjcmg constructiid 
from Oxford street to Piccadlily circus, 
which will cut through some of the 
worst of the .Seven iJials hiljyriuths. 
Lastyoar .£"J9l2,;$.")0 wen; paid toowiKirs 
of house property for huihlings reipiir- 
(!tl for this im|)ortaiit .'Street and it will 
cost half a million more before it is 
handed over to the public. Among 
other street improvements under con- 
tttniplation are the one from Tottenham 
Court road to ('baring Cross, the 
widening of Upper slri^et, Islington, 
and tilt; witiening of Walworth road, 
near the far famed l']le[ihant anil Castle.

ed than those of former times. The 
features that mo.st distinguish the ikjw 
warfare from tho old are the enormous 
exK.'iit of the battlefield, and the difVer- 
eut p:irt to be played by the General-in 
Chit.'f. Sixty years ago iirmies bivou.iek 
ed at dist.'incet^ from each other ;il which 
I hey art; now in fuil aeliun. I'.weii in 
the last war it Wiis found lh:il I he 
(leneral could do little more than 
iii:uslial his foroiis, give, as it were, the 
impulse, and leave the carrying out of 
his [ilans to the inttdligence of his 
suborilinnte.s. Jiiich more will this be 
the cast! in the time to r,.:iie, for the 
coinniuiuler of :i ilu/,en?eo!'ps d'annee in 
line of battle, must have iit least twen 
ty, and the action may be fought along 
a front of tis many leagues. 

If the next gretti witr shonid be 
wagi;d bi-t ween the two nations which 
were parties to the last, it will llie 
h't'ench front ier pi'oti'cted liy a gr;uiil 
wall of strong plnces|bristling v. illi can 
non, and here and there a gap, as if to 
tempt an unwary enemy to dcstriiction. 
Hut no enemy so acute tis the (lerm.iiis 
woul-l atleiupl to enter the eomiliv 
without lirst ell'ecting :i bretich in ihe 
wtill. 

To thiseml the plans of concent r.ilion 
and liie plan of uperatiun will have to 
bo executed simultaneously. The 
campaign will open with great cavalry 
lights, (sacli army trying lo rid itself of 
theM' dangerous witnessess of its 
movements, and at the same lime to 
:i,scertaiti those of its ailversaries. The 
side that succeeds in beating back the 
enemy's horse will have scored a great 
advantage. The eoiicentratioii of thidr 
corps d'armeo will bt; rentlered easier, 
the secrets of their sLr.ilegy niori! tdreet- 
ually gUiiriled. This will be the object 
of liermaii eomnmiiders; as we iiiiiy 
presume, also of the French. 

The cavalry combats will prob.ably 
be followed by a great battle, oH'ered by 
the army whoso hor.semen have been 
worstiid, either in front its fortilica- 
tions or in the intervals between them. 
This pndiminary contest, tbrotigli it 
can hardly fail to be iniirdcfou.s, is ex 
peeled to be indecisive; for if thi! as- 
saihuiL bo vanquished he will return ttj 
the charge, wdiilo if the defenders 
shouhl [irovo the wealcer they I'an w ith 
draw behind their fortlication.s. Then 
will begin the tug of war. The iron 
and granite b:tifier that ,shelleis the 
beaten foe will have to be forced at all 
costs, I iegular soigt! operations will Ix- 
out, of the question. The delay would en 
able the dofenilers to rally anil direct 
the bulk of tlii;ir]forces on the threatened 
point. The assailanis mtlsl lie :ili|e In 
cover their advance by :in ai lillei v lire 
superior at once to that of the foi'ts 
tuiil of the army by whom they are 
siipportetl. In the next great war the 
decisive battles will b(! preci;deil by 
coiniiats of artillery greater than any 
the world lets yet si:en. 

After brciiking the line tin- in\;id(a-s 
will have to encounter tin; enemy a 
second time, if they will accept baille, 
or invest them in their fortiOetl camps, 
if they should be so unwise as to take 
refuge there .Unwist?, because an army 
in an intr<'ni:hed eain|i is a lost army, 
and III this opinion I 'ol.

JAMAIOA. 

Apropos of tlio tfilk about admitting 
Januiica into tlio coiifotlunuion, a few ru- 
marks on tho history and description of 
the iahind umy bo of interest. Jamaica, 
originally Xayniaca, tho moat important 
of the British West Indies, was discoverod 
by OolumbuB in 1494, taken possesaioa of 
by tho Spanish in 1509, and cedod to 
England in 1G70. In 1795 occurred the 
rebellion of Iho Marcons; in 1831 tho 
ne^ro insurrection, and in 183-1 tlie eman- 
cipation of the slaves. In 18()5, in con- 
sequoncQ of the massacre of twonty-throo 
whites by negroes, martial law was pro- 
claimed by Governor Eyre, Beveral rebels 
were hanged or whipped, and 1,000 of 
their houaes wore Imrnod. Tho conduct 
of tlovornor liyio, thoUi,'h approved by 
Jamaica advi.sors, was severely criticized 
at home. lie was recalled and tried for 
manslaughter or murder, and was ac- 
quitted. In 1880 * cyclone swept over 
the island, iloslr.iyiny property to tho 
value of L'l,00(),0OO. The island is ninety 
miles soutli nf Cuba, i-.nd cintaina 0,400 
S(|uare miles. Ila gri;ateat length is 150 
miles, and it.s groatu.-it breadth 50 miles. 
It is travor.sed fi-(un ea.st to west by tho 
Blue iMountiiins, wiiiuh are heavily tim- 
bered and rise to the height of 5,000 to 
7,000 feet abovff the aaa level. Those 
mountains are described as the most pic- 
turcsque to ho seen on the whole .Vtlantic 
coast of Atni'i-ioa. Streams to tho num- 
ber of seventy descend their sides and 
llow into the sea on the north and south 
shores; only ime of them, however, tho 
Black civur, is navigable. Port Royal, 
jthon the only important city on tlie island, 
wa.s entirely deslmyt^l by a terrible earth- 
quake in Id'.ll'; tho groiuul whore it stood 
is now covered by the bay, through which 
tho city of Kingston i.i now approacho J. 
Under the water many of the buildings 
are still standing, and may be clearly 
Been at some seasons. On tho right 
of the bay stands the now Port Royal 
which is tho site (jf the navy yard and 
other government works. Kingston is 
thus described : 

"King»t"n is abnnt '20 niiloR nn tho 
bay, and is approached through a narrow 
channel, although the bay itself is quite 
expansive. It is built on an alluvial plain 
e.\tending back to the base of the moun- 
tains, and contains some 30,000 inhabi- 
tants, of whom tliree-(iuarters are black; 
tho whites are chielly of Scotch descent 
and Jews. Tho city is built of white 
stone and wood, the houses of .the better 
class being surrounded with balconies and 
presonting a very cheerful appearance. 
The streets arc lu-oad, atraiglit, unpaved 
and sandy; the sidewalks are roughly laid 
with brick.o. They are lined with cocoa- 
nut, mangrove, thatch and dtlier trees, 
which aH'ord a delightful shade, but in 
the windows and gardens there is but :\ 
limited display of (lowers. The whiles 
are chiefly Epiacopalians and Presbyteri- 
ans, tho negroes are Ijrqjtists and Metho- 
dists. There are some very handsome 
churches in Kingistou, but none so elabor- 
ate as those we have lu St. John. There 
is one theatre in tho [dace. There are 
line stores and warehouses in the place, but 
business men are very couaervalive though 
inclined to bo convivial. About 11 o'clock 
a. m. there is agoui ral .suapensiDU of traffic 
for the day. Tliuugh Jvingstou is connect- 
ed with l.ivrrpnol and New York by a line 
of steanishiiis, it i-; without any public car- 
riages, but it liiia many jn-ivato turuouts of 
which no New York nabob would be 
ashamed. The whites of Kingston are 
hospitable and intelligent. Some of the 
blacks posses.^ the same eharaoteristios and 
have acquired con9ider^blo wealth, but the 
majority of thom are very religious, very 
indolent, very thievish and very supersti- 
tious. 

The roada thi-inighoitt the ISlaek River 
country are goDil, Imt tin; plantations gen- 
erally have an aspect of decay. The soil is 
good, the scouory delightful and the tem- 
perature equable. Tho produeta of the 
country are sugar, rum, fustic, pineapples, 
bananas, phiutains, coffee, etc. In 1871 
tho population of the island was about 
500,000 of whom only idjout 13,000 were 
whites. Since the abolition of slavery the 
colored inhabitants have rapidly increased 
in luuidii'r, while the whites do not number 
as many as tlicy did titty ye:irs ago. Prior 
to the ab(ili(i(]a nf sl.iv<'ry llie ))r(i(luetion 
of .sugar was as high as l.'iO.UllO to Ml.OUU 
hogsluails annually, since tlieii, in some 
seasons, it has not exeeetlcd 40,000. 



ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 

It has remained fiir San Fraiicisco t(i 
produce at least one sensible clergyman. 
Hia name is Joseph Hemphill, and ho 
presides over a Presbyterian congregation. 
On a recent Simday evening he took for 
his text the (lolaeii Hole, which, he said, 
"is the inapifed wnrdingnf tho great law 
of reciprocity v.liieli .'diould govern na- 
tions no less tiiaii in<livi(luals. Lot it be 
forgotten fur the evening that wo are 
natives of this country, or of that, and 
look at our subject impartially. The 
Angln-Saxiin race is a strong race, bright, 
intelligent, cnuragooua. Nn two nations 
of tho earth are an intimately connected 
as England and America. Their interests 
run together and nverlap everywhere. 
American productions are in all English 
homes and English manufactures in all 
the homes of .Vmerica. It would be im- 
possible to separate the interests of Eng- 
land and America without serious injury 
to both. Tliose who attempt to cu-ealo ill 
feeling between tlieso two* clusely-related 
countries and poojile ai i- diimagogues, ;ind 
their cause is a bad one." In his opinion 
most of this feeling of j<Ndouay and ani- 
mosity toward England was produced by 
those who wanted America to intervene 
in behalf of Ireland against England. 
Irish farmers were no more oppressed 
than English and Scotch fanners. Tliey 
are all having a hard time of it in com- 
petition with America with hor 
virgin lands. Their long-tilled anil con- 
stantly re(|iiire3 fertilizers. Their ex- 
pensive drainiigo and high rents are what 
make the dilliciiity. 'i'lie [looriT families, 
%vith small holdings, aro suUering in all 
parts of Oroat Britain, iijhe land could 
not iuatly bo taken from the owners, but 
tho rents should lie lowered. However, 
Americans were not the ones to settle that 
diflicult ijroblem. To bo settled right it 
must be "settled by the tioldeii liulo. Tho 
landed proprietcns must put thoinsolves in 
tho place uf the poor tenants and small 
farmers, and do as they would be done 
by. Tho tenants must put themselves in 
the place of the landholders and do in 
this matter as ihey would bo doinJ- by 
■were their relations reversed. And so be- 
tween America and 'Sngland, with legard 
to the tariff question r'o much di.scussod, 
the Golden Rule must apply. "Ho that 
provideth not for liia own ia worse than 



an infidel," and this was true of nations 
as well as individuals; but so was also 
that other Scripture rule: "Look not 
upon yrjur own affairs only, but also on 
those of your neighbor." He was happy 
to believe that the old ill-feeling caused 
by the Revolutionary war had nearly died 
out, and that practically there was now a 
very good state of feeling botweun the 
people of the two countries. This fra- 
ternal feeling wa> increasing and nothing 
should be done or said to interrupt it. 

"TSE PANAMA QANAL. 

A few days ago our special dispatches 
convoyed to tho reader the criticisai of 
Capt. Bedford Piin on the Panama Cuml, 
which criticism was unqualifiedly unfavur- 
ablo. Capt. Gerringo of tho U. S. Navy 
defended tho canal against the asperities 
of Pim, whereupon the latter rejoined: 
"I have now before mo at this hotel a 
box full of geological specimens brought 
by mo from Panama last mouth, which 
show that tho rocks cannot bo excavat- 
ed at any reasonable cost. They are suf- 
ficient to appal the stoutest heart by 
their obduracy or eccentric cropping up, 
when least expected, in the ahapa of 
either boulders of largo size or rock so 
hard as to defy, in many instancos, tho 
ordinary tools. When to this is added a 
climate bad enough to establish yellow 
fever OS an epidemic among the laborers, 
I feel sure that the Panama Canal cannot 
bo completed for any reasonable ouin of 
money, or within any reasonable time. I 
have seen tho day when a tithe of tho in- 
trusion now perpetrated by the l''ronol' at 
Panama would have raised such a aiouu 
of just indignation from Maine to Cali- 
fornia as would have nuido tho 'Monroe 
doctrine' stand out in greater relief than 
ovoi ; but Captain Curringo gave asser- 
tion that 'the EVench people cannot af- 
ford to lo80 tho twenty niillirm dullara 
already invested, and that no French gov- 
ornmont could exi.st an luuir that wmilil 
hesitate at a critical niomiuit to extend its 
tinancial aid to coiiiploto the work,' is to 
my mind tho most curious Amoricaii plio- 
nomonon I have ever observed."

Wliat a Traveller Saw on a 
'A'i'il> Over tite Mountains. 

Yesterday there arrived from Winni- 
jieg via the Canadian I'aoitic, Kicking 
llorso and Oiidordonk contract, ii. gC'iitlo- 
maii prominent and practical in railway 
matters, who furnishes us with additional 
and gratifying information in roforonco to 
the prooreas of the Canadian Pacific east 
and west of tho .Selkirk ran^o and a few 
notes about Alanituba and tho North- 
west, 

The er.i[)3 in Manitoba and tho north- 
wi^st for tho past season have been !an,'e, 
ami fanners are prompt in their payments 
of money advanced from loan conipaniea 
and notes from iiiiplenieiit luoii. In a 
few iinrtioim of the nortii-wust tho grain 
sutlerod a peculiar drawback. The spring 
opened very dry ;uid only about half tho 
seed sown spr.iiio up; but in Juno whun 
tho rains came the balance ahot up, and 
the consetpience was that half tho grain 
was fully ripe while the other half was in 
a greiui state. However tlieao cases wore 
limited and titer. i is a better feeling gen- 
erally through, "it tho whole country. 
Tho iuimii(ratioii into the north-wost has 
been somewhat limited in comparison 
with previous year, no doubt caused by 
the late farmer's agitation. The 2^ 
faniilioa of Qiohlund crofters that were 
sent out have succeeded so well that it 
will ]irobably be the luetins uf bringing a 
L'teat number in the suceeedini,' year. Tho 
experimcnial farms uf the C. P. K. have 
proved an immense success, and fall 
plouohing was being prosecuted when our 
informant passed through. Thedevebp- 
mcnt of tho (iault coal mines fifty miles 
above .Medicine llat on tho Saskatchowaii 
have 111,1. lo coal cheap in Winnipeg, it be- 
im,' Sold lliiTe at .S7 per ton, and being of 
a lino bit uiiiuioiis .['.lality. Tliia coal is 
liauled .ivcr (UK) miles of the C. P. R. A 
bramdi line will bo built to tho mines 
next year. Anlhraeito coal from Penn- 
sylvania ia sold in Winnipeg at .?511 per 
ton rciai!. This would indicate that C. 
P. I! fieioht rattis are exceedingly rea- 
sonable. 

The town of Caloary ia growing, 
there lining lo.w a periiniuent population 
of about l,'J()l). ll is prettily situated 
on tho Bow river and our informant stales 
that it IS the most picturesque spot be- 
tween L ike Superior and N'letoria.

Provincial TVurscrics. 

British Culumbia has not as yot devel- 
oped into a very extensive fruit or grain 
raising country, thuuijh the ad vaiit.itjes of 
large crops and liii^h prices are a great in- 
ducBiuent for tho culture of both. In the 
past wo have imported to a great extent 
the fruit and flour consumed iii the pru- 
vmco, but it would sceiii iliat there are 
forces operatino now tluit will in a few 
yoari completely chaiif^o this .state of af- 
fairs .ind we grow all tho grain iiecos.iary 
for homo consumption and a large portion 
of the fruit. This past year has soun tho 
taking up of a very largo quantity ot land 
on the islaud and mainland by new set- 
tlors who are going to be the means of 
revolutionizing the supply market by 
making our own lands produce what we 
require. Tho various agricultural f.Aira 
held throughout tho province during the 
past soaaou fully dumoiistrated the fact 
that wo can grow finor apples, pears, 
plums, quinces and other fruits than we 
receive from foreign places. The exhibits 
of grain and roots showed that there was 
iiovor a nocossity for our depending on a 
foroign market for anything in these 
clnHsca. 

Several nuraories havo been oatalilishetl 
for a number of years that are constantly 
increasing in value and are taking the 
place of foreign productions. The largest 
of these is tho seed growing establishment 
of Mr. Thoa. Tugwell at Sooke, who has 
forty acres under cultivation for the pro- 
duction of various seeds. At the recent 
provincial ahow his display of grain and 
root aeads was one of tho most practical 
exhibits on view, and the public generally 
wero sur[iriaed at tho extent am! tine ipial- 
ity of aamiiles ahowii. This geiillemaii 
ijoiitinos his atlention exclusively to the 
growing of grain and root sood, and has 
BO far bean very siicceasful in producing 
the varieties suitable for the cuimiry. 

In our own oily limits .Mr. P. T. .lohii- 
stou has four acres for the growtii ..f fruit 
trees and shrubs, ornamental trees and 
aliruba, all varieties of ll.uicrs and plants. 
Mr. Joluiaon'a nurseries in I bo months of 
May and June are u pleasant place to 
visit, for then tho Howera and trees are in 
their tinest growth. lie has a store on 
Fort street and supplies the hoiiio market 
with young trees, llowers and seeds, and 
haa been in business since liSfLS. 

Messrs. Jay A C'o. arc al.'u .'xlcnsiv,' 
growers of fruit trees, llowers, and ll.iw.'r 
and grass soodb. 'I'ln .'.' iutcs arc . i.'cupi.'.l 
on CJook street next Iho old picnic groumls, 
and in fruit trees Ihcro is a large produc- 
tion. This linn hiia also a store on Fort 
Htriict for tho supply of their products, and 
their nursery is at all times a pleasant place 
to look upon. 

Of lute years there has appeared around 
\ leiuiiii ii.iis,:ry tr. is an,! yor.ng ivxwi ti'i-es 
a greeu insect k'liowii as tli.- .//,,',os, which 
attacks tho young shoots and biuls aii.l di'- 
struys them by cxlractiiio tb.' sa|i. They 
are similar to the greoii buos u bi.-b fa.slons 
on the cabbiign leavci. .Some years ago 
they changed their diet aud have been a 
post on tho applo trees, and recently have 
also attacked tho phmi trees. Last yem- a 
Portland nursery lost soiiio 10,1)00 young 
shoota, and tho Vancouvi r, W. 1'., nursery 
also lost an iniiueuso number. Over the 
Sound tho samo insect has made 'ravages. 
It does not attack the matured trees but 
luorely young saplings and shouts, sucking 
all their vitality. During tho past y.-ar the 
liltlo pest has not been so destni.'live aiul 
tho fruit product has bi>ou .piit.' bug,'. 
Previous to tho lulvent of tliis iiisc cl c.it. r- 
piUnrs crawled over the fruil trees niid ato 
otl'all the foliage, but these minute parasites 
totally dcstroyi'd tlieiii. Clioiry trees of 
late years have boon all'cclcd wiih a dis.'iise. 
blooding, largo qiiautitii'S of gniii slmotiiig 
through the bark aud dcstroyiieg the trees, 
from what cause has not yet been dis- 
covered. * 

These are ])rob.'dily the only drawbaidis 
that frnit culture has, and no doulit some 
romody will soon bo found, or it may 
remedy itsolf. At any rate there is no 
roaaoii why lirilisli Ciduiubia shoiil.l not 
grow its own seeds and tr.'es, am! tlic 
present nursery men sliould lie patronized. 
Certainly tho seed sold liy them will lie 
fouml freahor, and being grown in this 
climato should be of a more suitable and 
hardier sort than that imported.

It is true thiil 
Homer conijiares the valiant (ireck to a 
lly, and never was simile mure apt. For 
what can e.\ceed the astonishing counigo 
of this insect, thu reckless intrepidity of Us 
assault, or the desperate persistence of ill 
Supposing a man were out walking, and a 
seven-ucre field suddenly turned upside- 
down with him, this is what exactly hap- 
pens to a fly every lime 3'ou whisk it olT 
your hand. Yet it comes back exactly to 
the same spot! What man of us would do 
as much? It is true that the dy has made 
itself familiar with such uphwivals of an 
apparently solid surface, and this argues 
no trilling di'gree of nerve and resource. 
If the thing were a blockhead and a dunce, 
and got killed for its clumsiness every 
time it Sat down, it would lie tinother af-

Honest hostility, 
in fact, is of no use. It would not care 
in the least for all the king's horses and all 
the king's men. But against iniliiect 
assault what courage ia of avail? Heset 
by the bhiudisbinent of a false fFiendshIp, 
what heroism can be pronfV Ho the fly 
fluds its end in poisoned treacle, and the 
insect that would have braved, if neces- 
sary, the thunders of Assaye, falls a victim 
to the sticky insidiousness of the " Catch-

"1 was perfectly charmed with the beauty 
of a aeries of small lakes which ran for 
some miles through a valley. They were 
literally covei-ed wiih Water lilies of three 
distinct colors, pink, lihu' and white. 1 
have often tliouglii since that these lakes 
ought to be generally known as 'the lakes 
of Ked, \N'lule and lUue.' 1 must .say that 
I never beheld a more In-autiful sight in iny 
life than those water lillie.s. The 
growth of the jiiiik sjiecies (Nehini- 
bium We call it liotaiiicaVv) was very sin- 

§ular. The flowers, nearly as large a.s a 
inner plate, stood uo'iut a fi'Ot uoove the 
surface of the water, while the massive 
leafage, gn en as emerald, was supported 
on long stalks far ahuvo tlie flowers, and 
standing parasol like to shield tlio floral 
gems from the scorching sun. 

"The blue valer plant (Nympha'a) was 
less fortunate, though quite as beautiful 
tts its pink neighbor, by liaviug its flowers 
and fOiiage lying Hat on the surface, mid 
it woH remarkalile that those flowers which 
shared the shade of the pink lily's leafage 
were of a mucli brighter blue. The while 
variety then cami^ in to soften still 
more, or pi;rhaps 1 should say to intensify, 
the brilliancy of the picture, for, like dia- 
monds, they glittered among the sap])hire3 
unU rubies. "
